ever since. That is the basis for a 
b ro a d ly 
based 
c o m m itte e ’s 
recommendations. 


The committee headed bv I)r Bill 
W illiam s said two schools could be 
closed without harm ing educational 
quality in the district. A number of 
options were suggested including 
Miguelito. La Mesa and Loma Vista 
in one combination or another And 
added to these possibilities was the 
proposed closing of Los Padres 
School instead of Lom a Vista as a 
recommendation 
of 
Supt 
Glen 
Wegner 


Parents, 
staff 
members 
and 
students themselves have defended 
the continued existence of each of 
the 
schools, 
arguing 
that 
the 
facilities are the best reflection of 
the neighborhood school concept and 
that each of the schools has some 
unique educational quality that must 
not be lost.

Braun said the board wanted to 
develop better use of the school 
facilities He noted that there were 
103 classroom s not being used for 
direct instructional purposes and 
that the district had to find new

There is also 
known to bo an interest in providing 
space for a Lompoc campus for 
Allan Hancock College. 
These are some of the ingredients

night before and said he told them : 
“ He would take this constitu­ 
tionally down to the wire and he 
would go to the Senate and he said 
that if there were one senator who 
believed in him, that’s the way it 
would be. He believes that it's a 
constitutional process. He believes 
this is the best way to handle the 
situation.”

Detective Keith Bobb parked the 
unmarked car in front of the post 
office

spotted M a ry driving the van up the 
street in its reflection. 
“ Here she comes down the street, 
here she comes down the street,” 
Keith Bobb sang to Linda Peterson 
who sat shotgun with a notebook on 
her lap. She wore a wool cap and a 
blue denim shirt, looking very unlike 
a reserve police officer that she is. 
M a ry pulled the green van in front 
of the house at 705 W. Ocean Ave. 
“Okay, the time is 17:40 ... there’s 
a brown car in front of the house and 
another car,” Detective Bobb noted. 
Pete, as officer Peterson is called 
a ro u n d 
the 
L o m p o c 
Po l i c e 
Department, took notes. The day 
was a Wednesday and Detective 
Bobb was cheerful about the state of 
the narcotics buy program. 
“ She gets out of her vehicle and 
she 
- I got a better view than I 
gambled for- she goes up to the 
doorway ... and there she goes in; 
time is 17:42,” Keith Bobb said 
watching the rear view mirror. 
M ary, an olive-skinned and dark­ 
haired girl, was in the house about 
five minutes. She came out, jumped 
in the van and turned down South O 
St Detective Bobb started the car 
and drove around the block and 
came down North N St. 


“Okay,” Detective Bobb alerted 
Pete. “ Keep your pencil handy. 
I 
want to get the license numbers of 
those two cars.” 


As they reached the stop sign 
prefacing W. Ocean Ave., Keith 
Bobb said, “ Keep your eyes open. 

Pete scribbled the 
number down. “ You get the other,” 
he said and quickly taxied across W.

F irst there was Mary, a 
female 
informant.

tried to rip her off? Keith 
Bobb felt responsible for 
her safety. 
And what if Mary decided 
to burn him and not show up 
to testify in court against 
these dealers who were also 
her friends? He had nothing 
to keep her around.

rumors 
curling

Santa Barbara. The word - a 
rather lukewarm one- was 
that Mary and Dan were

reason, she began scoring 
again. 
"It is just talk,” Mary

has fallen behind us.”

‘‘we’ve done

crime 
and 
stuff. 
We’ve

They 
trust us.” 
Dan said they sold Mary 
dope despite the rumors

score and I'm in doubt about 
him, I won’t sell to him, 
especially if he was busted 
for possession If he's out on 
O R.or on bail, he’s probably 
working off a beef.”

heroin scene, was getting 
down and shooting up with 
these guys on the side when 
Mary wasn’t working for 
him They just assumed she 
was copping more dope for 
Dan and herself.

The 
program was a month old 
and Keith Bobb felt that 
Mary had turned everyone 
in Lompoc that she knew 
was selling dope, anyway. 
Mary drove by 
Little 
Jim m y’s place at 327 South 
J St. She saw his cycle in the 
alley and decided to stop 
and give him a try at least.

1904», said his play “ The 
Cherry Orchard” was “ a 
comedy, and in some spots 
a even farce ” On the other 
hand, others contend flatly 
it was a 
tragedy of great 
proportions. 
Should you take in “ The 
Cherry 
O rchard,” 
now 
playing at Allan Hancock 
College «May 15, 16. 17 and 
18), you may think its not 
much of either. But that is 
Chekhov. 
His plays — at least this 
one — contain almost no 
action By accident a flower 
vase crashes to the floor 
T hat’s the most action a 
viewer gets from Chekhov 
“ The Cherry Orchard” is 
wordy and the important 
dialogue 
is 
subtle 
and 
fleeting 
So much so that 
one can easily miss what 
Chekhov is conveying 


A clue to understanding 
the plav is printed on the 
evening’s program. It is a 
quote of Chekhov on drama 
“ After 
all, 
in 
real 
life 
people don’t spend every 
minute shooting each other, 
hanging

The school even 
suspended a student this 
year for pulling a knife in a

Maple was founded in 1970 
in the present quarters on 
Floradale Avenue as the 
outgrowth of continuation 
classes 
that 
were

conducted on Lompoc High 
School campus. It was the 
belief of former assistant 
s u p e r i n t e n d e n t 
Ar th ur 
Timmer that the purpose of 
the school would be better 
served if it had a campus of 
its own Funds come from 
state apportionments in line 
with the requirement that a

must 
remain 
in 
school until he graduates or 
until he reaches the age of 
18. 
In its nearly four years of 
existence there have been 50 
graduates. 
A visitor to the school 
might find the atmosphere a 
little earthy compared to 
the other two high schools.

apartment abandoned by the 
SLA two weeks ago. 
Charles Bates, the FBI 
man 
in

SLA 
activities, 
refused

comment on the story, but 


he said the trail of the

Be Prepared. Know where your fuse boxes or 
circuit breakers are located 
Locate the main switch 
box—usually near the 
spot where the PG&E 
electric service wires 
connect to your house, 
or near your PG&E elec­ 
tric meter. Locate any 
additional box or boxes 
-usually in a closet or 
utility room. Keep spare 
fuses handy. 


Check the Neighbors. If your lights should go 
out, check to see if other homes in your neigh­ 
borhood have lights. If the power is off in your 
home only, you may have a blown fuse or 


tripped circuit breaker. 


Determine the Cause. Blown fuses or tripped 
circuit breakers are often caused by having too 
many lamps or appliances connected to one 
outlet or circuit. Another 
possibility is a defective cord 
on a lamp or appliance. To 
check, unplug all lamps or 
appliances on the affected 
circuit, looking for defective 
Iplugs or cords while doing 
,so. Replace the blown fuse 
‘or re-set the tripped circuit, 
following the procedures 
given below. Then plug each 
lamp or appliance back in. 


A defective one will cause the fuse to blow, or 


circuit breaker to trip, again. 


To Replace a Fuse. First turn the main switch 
to “ OFF.” Make sure that your hands are dry 
and that you are standing on a dry surface. 
Look for the "blown” fuse; the "window" may 


be blackened, or 
g o o d fu se 
b lo w n fu se 


these fuses in the same way you checked the 
fuses at the main switch. Be sure the main 
switch is "O FF" while you are changing fuses. 


Cartridge Fuses. You won’t be able to visually 
tell exactly which cartridge fuse is blown. In 
this case, test by replacing each fuse with a 


new one until you find the blown fuse. A tripped 
circuit breaker will probably be out of the "ON" 


position. 


To Reset a Circuit Breaker. Move the affected 
circuit breaker handle all the way to the "OFF 
position (for some cir­ 
cuit breakers, a mod­ 
erate pressure in the 
" O F F ” direction is 
n e cessa ry to cause 
them to reset). Then, 
move the handle to 
the "O N " position. If 
the affected circu it 
breaker does not indi­ 
cate that it has tripped 
(its handle has not 
m oved from the

The fifth and sixth cases of animal rabies occurring in 
Santa Barbara County since 1972 were diagnosed recently 
by the Health Department Laboratories, according to 
Joseph T. Nardo, M.D. county health officer A skunk which 
appeared ill was trapped by the federal trapper. Wayne 
Robertson, in the yard of a residence at 344 Kendale Drive, 
Buellton, and found to be rabid Later, a bat found in 
Goleta was also determined to have the disease. This 
increases to 14 the number of cases of animal rabies in 
Santa Barbara County since 1956. 
Ten of these 14 cases have involved bats. A fox captured 
near the Ventura County line in September 1966 was 
diagnosed from laboratory examination as having rabies 
and in February of 1967, a rabid cat was found on 
Vandenberg Air Force base

officials watched helplessly 
from the banks. They were 
missing 
and 
presumed 
drowned 
"I was standing there 
watching and I couldn’t do a 
sweet damn thing about it,” 
said Niagara Ontario Parks 
Commission 
Constable 
Robert 
Harrison 
of 
the 
tragedy. 
"It made me sick,’’ said 
Wayne Farmer, a Niagara 
Falls, Ont., man who was 
fishing when the accident 
occurred Saturday. " I felt 
so helpless.” 
A park policeman said the 
search for the bodies was a 
visual one due to the water’s 
currents. 
"There are a number of 
whirlpools that could keep 
them under the falls or they 
could be miles away,” he 
said. " It ’s just a question of 
waiting for the bodies to 
surface.” 
The 16-foot boat with a 40- 
horsepower motor drifted 
too close to the edge and got 
caught in the current. The 
thundering waters broke the 
boat apart and scattered 
pieces of it on both sides of 
the 200-foot falls

damaged.

Rincon, Ga., eight homes 
were damaged or destroyed 
as twisters uprooted trees 
and 
hopped

Mrs Jerry Dasher, whose 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Rebecca 
Edwards, was killed when a

"When I saw it was being 
picked up in the air and 
knocked across the street, 1 
came over to help them 
Thank God for what we have 
left.

John Havlicek likes to talk about the 
rebirth of the Boston Celtics. 
He’s one of the few Celtics who 
played both in the glory years and in 
the years when things weren’t going 
so good for Boston. 


The “ new Celtics” came of age 
Sunday 
when 
they 
beat 
the 
Milwaukee Bucks, 102-87, to win 
their 
12th 
National 
Basketball 
Association title, four games to 
three. 
“ This title gives me greater 
satisfaction than any of the others,” 
Havlicek said. “ I was a part of the 
rebirth of this team. We used to look 
at Bill Russell for all the leadership 


and inspiration. But now these guys 
look to me and it gives me a very, 
very good feeling.” 
The Celtics won the title in one of 
the most exciting series in recent 
years. It is the first time in four 
years the finals have gone a full 
seven games. 
“ If there were any kids who want 
to learn how to play basketball, they 
should have been watching this 
series,” Boston center Dave Cowens 
said. “ It was just magnificent all 
the way.” 
At times during the series, the 
basketball was right out of a 
textbook. Sunday the Celts took 
advantage of the fact that the Bucks 
don’t have an outside shooter and 


sagged on Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. 
The Milwaukee center finished 
with 26 points, but he had none in the 
second quarter, when the Celtics 
built a big lead, and only three in the 
final period when the Bucks threat­ 
ened briefly. 


“ We

perimeter shooters to force them 
out of that defense,” Coach Larry 
Costello of Milwaukee said. “ We 
just didn’t have anyone who could 
hit that middle range jump shot.” 


The Celtics found what they 
needed late in the game after the 
Bucks rallied from a 17 point deficit 
to come within three points of a tie.

eight straight points from four 
different men to take a 79-68 lead 
and Milwaukee was done. 
The victory was worth $100,000 to 
the

and

postseason earning total to $215,000. 
The Bucks got $65,000 as losers 
and wound up with $220,000 for 
postseason play. Milwaukee’s total 
was just short of the 1972 record pool 
of $224,000 won by the Los Angeles 
Lakers. 
Milwaukee 
received a $40,000 
bonus for finishing with the best 
regular season record in the NBA. 
The seven-game series saw the 
Celtics win three of the four games 
in Milwaukee, while the Bucks won 
two of the three in Boston.

White House balk on the tapes was 
fully anticipated by the staff of the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
Narrowing access

P r e s id e n t’s 
counselors hoped to 
frustrate Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino’s 
goal of holding up 
the 
whole 
Nixon 
before 
the 
im ­ 
peachment process. 
But in spite of the stonewalling 
(that favorite White House phrase) 
the committee means to show how 
the milk fund, the President’s taxes 
and ITT relate to his conduct in 
office. 
As the public inquiry into the 
evidence goes forward before the 
committee, the plan of interrogation 
is as follows: Committee Counsel 
John Doar will present all the 
material available on the ITT case 
and the connection with an aborted 
antitrust suit He will then call on 
the President s counsel, Jam es D. 
St. Clair, seated at the counsel 
table, 
for tapes of presidential 
conversations on ITT 
St. Clair will reply with the 
statement 
that 
he 
has 
made 
repeatedly that they will not be 
forthcoming since the committee 
already 
was 
all 
the 
material 
relevant 
to 
the 
impeachment 
process. 


At this point Doar will zero in. He 
will demand to know why a matter 
directly related to the integrity of 
the presidency in the conduct of a 
case involving a possible fix in a 
deal of hundreds of millions of 
dollars should be concealed. 


If the President has nothing to 
hide, why is he unwilling to let us 
hear what he had to say to the men 
who were putting the deal through? 
This demand will be repeated again 
and again as the long series of 
related charges comes before the 
committee. 


St. Clair’s repeated refusal will, in 
the belief within the committee, 
have a great impact on members of 
the House who may be wavering 
over an impeachment vote. For 
millions of television viewers, it will 
be a high point of the drama. 


As pointed up in one charge after 
another, the objective of the staff is 
to build up a massive picture of 
rejection.

carefully thought out. Stressed will 
be the “ irresistible inference 
that 
the President has something to 
conceal and that concealment itself 
is a cause for impeachment 
Republican leaders are saying 
that, by their count, the vote for 
impeachment in the House is still 45 
votes short. They take it for granted 
that the judiciary committee will 
recom m end 
a 
resolution

impeachment. 
Rodino believes the final vote in 
the committee

not be on 
Republican-Democrat lines, or that 
at any rate, the division will be 
nothing like the 20 to 18 split over 
whether to accept the transcripts as 
satisfactory evidence as against the 
tapes.

Those who know him best believe 
he will run a tight ship throughout 
the upcoming public phase of the 
hearings and emerge with a more or 
less unified committee.

In what might become a classic of 
urban growth literature, a Colorado 
study group concluded last year that 
citizens of larger and-or faster 
growing cities and communities pay 
more for, but in fact receive less 
medical, 
educational 
and 
city 
services. 
But, 
the 
study 
said, they get real 
bargains on soaring 
c r i m e 
r a t e s , 
murders, 
forcible 
ra p e s , 
swel li ng 
infant and general 
mort al it y 
rates, 
traffic 
congestion 
and pollution. 
But that’s OK, the report added, 
because the dwellers of the hottest 
developing towns and cities appear 
to log the smallest gains in average 
per 
capita 
income 
and 
also 
generally pay higher local taxes. 
Residents of cities with the smallest 
growth rates log the highest per 
capita gains, it said. 
But after all, the study indicated, 
national statistics show that per 
capita park acreage and public 
recreation facilities fall off sharply 
as city size increases and that the 
average 
per 
capita 
number 
of 
available library facilities do too. 
And all 
of these services cost 
citizens of larger areas more. And, 
too, though ballooning city size 
seems to bring in a few more 
doctors and dentists, a marked 
decline 
in 
per capita available 
hospital beds also settles in as the 
skyline rises. 
But there’s a silver lining, the 
study foretells. When parents in 
more populous areas send their 
children to a public school they can 
often rest assured that, the larger 
the area, the more other children 
will be in their children’s class, all 
competing for the attention of the 
same teacher 
*> And through all this, the study 
concludes, the disparities between 
rich and poor appear to be at least 
as aggravated in the faster growing 
and already larger areas as they are 


in the sleepy crossroads where the 
dogs wake up and scratch promptly 
at noon and everyone knows the 
telephone operator’s first name 
The study is entitled “ The Cost of 
Urban Growth: Observations and 
Judgm ent” 
and 
was 
done 
by 
Professor 
Richard 
Bradley 
of 
Colorado College for the Pikes Peak 
Area Council of Governments in 
Colorado under a federal grant. 
What Bradley finds, in effect, is 
that the gravy train of city growth, 
the one with the motto “ Let’s 
develop and increase our tax base” 
embossed in gold over the cow 
catcher, 
may 
really 
lead 
city 
governments and the citizens who 
pay for them the way of the old Penn 
Central. The findings echo those of 
a recent $250,000 California study by 
G o v e r n o r 
R e a g a n ’s 
L o c a l 
Government Task Force. 
Prophetically 
enough, 
Bradley 
discerns a specific pivot point of city 
governmental efficiency at which 
maximum municipal economies of 
scale are achieved 
and beyond 
which things begin to deteriorate. 
Would you believe Lompoc is almost 
at 
that 
point 
right 
now? 
The 
optimum city size, he says, for city 
government cost and services is a 
population of 25,000 with a zero 
growth rate. 
The 
study 
concerns 
itself 
primarily 
with city 
government 
efficiency, 
though, 
and 
not 
commercial efficiency. “ True,” you 
might 
say, 
‘‘people 
in 
fast 
developing areas may pay more for 
services and receive less. But don t 
they also receive more in the way of 
salaries and opportunities?” 
Bradley 
doesn’t 
answer 
this 
comprehensively, though the figures 
he does quote point to the lower 
average income gains in rapidly 
developing areas while cultural and 
other amenities follow the apparent 
slump 
of 
parks, 
recreation 
facilities, police services and other 
amenities. 
Nor does the professor sketch in 
the different social groups which 
em erge 
more 
distinctly 
with 


growth. 
Obviously 
somebody 
benefits from city growth, or it 
wouldn’t happen A distinct segment 
of the citizenry would benefit if its 
members did in fact score earnings 
high enough in excess of their small 
town cousins to more than offset the 
apparent higher cost of government, 
pl ummet ing 
serv ices, 
c ri me, 
pollution, etc. 
If another distinct social group, 
namely the poor, did not, then it 
might well be the factor that brings 
the earnings (benefit > average down 
below the small town break even 
point. 
In any case, Bradley argues that 
e n d l e s s 
g r o w t h 
is 
s i m p l y 
impossible, because a city growth in 
a 
steady 
percentage 
population 
increase does not mean that a city 
grows by a set number of people 
every year, but that it increases by 
increasing numbers of people, like 
compound interest 
Lompoc’s 
growth 
rate, 
for 
example, is about three per cent. 
Piddling, you say. But this means 
that the city, if it maintains this 
rate, will double in population every 
23.33 years. At the same rate, 
Lompoc will be just a little smaller 
than San Francisco for its next 
Centennial (half a million people) 
and 
will 
have 
boomed 
into 
a 
megalopolis of 25.5 million in 233 
years. 
Santa Barbara County, at about 
275,000 now and with about a seven 
per cent growth rate, doubles its 
population every 10 years. Bradley’s 
key point is that this can’t go on 
forever.
